Higher Taxes On Today 

Wilson Signs Big Bill 

(By Associated Press) 
Washington, Feb. 25— President 
Wilson has signed the six billion dol- 
lar war revenue bill. Upon his arrival 
here today he announced he had affix- 
ed his signature on the train en route 
to Bost last night. 

The signing of the bill puts into op- 
eration machinery for collecting six 
billion dollars in taxes this year. 
Higher taxes are in effect today upon 
liquor, soft drinks, tobacco and so- 
called luxuries, including automobiles, 
pianos, sporting goods, chewing gum, i 
candy, cameras, firearms, slot ma- 
chines, toilet soaps and art goods. 
The luxury taxes, however, are paid 
by the manufacturer. 

The bill continues excise taxes on a 
number of special businesses, includ- 
ing amusement places, while on April 
1st, new taxes on railroad tickets, 
theatre admissions and variety stamp 
taxes become effective. It levies on 
so-called semi-luxuries such as arti- 
cles such as dress, to be made after 
May 1st, on which date a tax on soda 
fountains is effective.

Washington, Feb. 25— Gen. Per- 
shing's chief of staff today cabled that 
18 national guard and national army 
divisions, nearly 500,000 men, are 
scheduled to sail from France before 
July 1st, apparently confirming re- 
ports that the expeditionary foifes 
will be reduced to a total of 300,000 
by the end of the current fiscal year. 

Thia announcement indicates that in 
addition to the seven regular divisions 
now in France, the American -forces 
will include the 29th national guard 
and the 78th and 81st national army 
division.

72 tf 




Oldham States Position 

On Pardon Question | 

Col. R. C. Oldham, candidate for the 
democratic nomination for lieutenant 
governor, was in town today shaking 
hands with his friends at home here. 
Col. Oldham has just given his views 
upon the pardoning question, in re- 
sponse to a query from a city news- 
paper correspondent, which will be of 
interest. He saya: 

"I hope that 1 may state my posi- 
tion in this matter wthout seeming to 
citicise any former official. The par- 
doning power is a great responsibility 
upon any governor and no man has a 
right to criticise a pardon record un- 
less he be in position to cite specific 
instances of the abuse of the pardon- 
ing power wherein for 
sons the 
granted. 

"I think it is a very good rule tc 
never grant a pardon except upon 
very convincing new evidence which 
was not presented at the time of the 
trial and not in possession of the de- 
fendant at that time. 

"I take it yon want my statement 
from the standpoint of a lieutenant 
governor, as I am to be the next man 
to hold that office in Kentucky. The 

the governor acts as governor. He 
plainly has the legal right to grant a 
pardon but, in my Judgment, he has 
not the moral right to pardon any 
man who has been indicted, charged 
with a crime or convicted by the 
courts. I think he should act aa gov- 
ernor to carry on the routine of the 
office and to look after such business
